Ohio House and Senate Move to Abolish 


The Fee System--Affects 


County Officials. 


Measures Not So Unlike as to Render an Agree* 


ment Difficult—Senate Authorizes County 
Commissioners to Accept Gifts for Benefit of 
People—Proceedings of the Assembly. 


Columbus, O , Feb 22.—-The general 


salary bill for county officers which 
was introduced b} Representative Wil- 
son of Belmont was passed by the 
house by a vote of 101 to 9. The bill 
was amended so s* to take effect Jan. 
1, 1907, and to give treasurers same 
salaries as auditor, and allowing com- 
mon pleas court to grant sheriff J300 
annually for services in trials when 
there is ao conviction or the defendant 
Is insolvent. 


The senate. 31 to 3, passed Berry's 


bill fixing salaries tor county officers. 
The minimum and maximum salaries 
are: 
Probate judge, 12,000, $5,000; 


auditor, $2,000, J5.000; treasurer, *!,- 
gOO, $5,000; aherfff, $1,800,' $5,000; 
clerk. $1,500, $5,000; recorder, $800. 
$4.000.

food bill by the decisive vote of 63 to 4. 
The vote was taken after prolonged 
Senate of a desultory character on the 
measure. 
Several efforw^s?sra juade 


to amend the bill and the committee 
acceptSS a. number of suggestions, but. 
only those thus accepteiT were incorpo- 
rated in the bill as passed. The bill 
makes it a misdemeanor to manufac- 
ture or sen adulterated- nusbranded 
foods, drugs, medicines or liquors in 
the District of Columbia, the terri- 
tories and the insular possessions of 
the United States and prohibits the 
shipment of such goods from one state 
to another or to a foreign country. It 
also prohibits the leceipt of such 
goods, famishment by fine of $500 or 
by imprisonment for one year or both 
is prescribed. In the case of corpora- 
tions, officials in charge are made re- 
sponsible. The treasury department 
and the departments of agriculture 
and commerce and labor are required 
to agree upon regulations -for tie col- 
lection and examination, of articles 
covered by ihe bill, but no specific pro- 
visions are made for examination ex 
cept by the department o£ agriculture. 


Chairman Hull of the military af- 


fairs committee of the house, in pre- 
senting the army appropriation bill 
to the house, urged the necessity of 
complete preparedness as to our army 
and navy for trouble in the orient. 
He declared that any nation not. pre-

enacted into law in -its present form, 
would cottier upon the municipalities 
ol tie state aid the mayors of those 
municipalities official and political 
power proportionately far 
greater 


than Is now possessed by the gover- 
nor of Onto or by the president at tae 
United States. 


From servants of the people who 


elect them, Ohio mayors, especial!? 
those to the large .eltiea of the state. 
.will become the masters of the peo- 
ple If they use for personal or polit- 
ical ends the powers proposed Jti tie 
pending legislation. 


The indications are that all the 


nseasures wH'recelvc serious, and not 
Improbably 
favorable, consideration 


at the u&nds of the General Asesm- 
trty. For measures of sack great im- 
portance, contemplating as they do a 
tadlcal departure froJ» all precedents 
of 
municipal 
administration, they 


received comparative!? little atten- 
tion or discussion,,- It Is obvious 
that the citizens of Ohio should give 
these bills their careful and studious 
cansMer-atfott and that there should 
to* widespread dtaw*sfea»ot them be* 
lore they are plaoed «* the statute 
boots.

Could Hold Club Over 
4 
Every Property Owner. 


Among the most sweeping at the 


new powers sought to be conferred 
upon mayor* and JoimiclpaMtles ic. 
the pending legislation is a provision 
glvlsg city councils the right to cre- 
ate a city tax board to be appointed 
fcy the mayor, of •which the mayor 
titnself may be a member, this boa 
to have the power to nx and chansa 
•the values of all real and pfiojnal 
property In the city for taxation pur- 
poses 


Under this provision a mayor could, 


if he desired, use the taxation ma- 
elsinery far personal or political pur- 
poses Ha conld Increase the tax val- 
uations on property OM-ood by polit- 
ical opponents and favor hla political 
friends in fixing the tax valuation of 
their property. 


It does not follow that a mayor 


(would do this, but there Is nothing in 
the proposed law to prevent his so 
doing. ]He could, figuratively sneak- 
Ing, hold « club over every property 
owner in the city. 


Every mayor will have ftt his dis- 


posal for distribution among his per- 
eonal or political friends hundreds 
and in many cases thonrands of polit- 
ical positions 
In the large cities of 


the state, where patronage, ptibSIc 
privileges and favors at the disposal 
of the mayor can be used effectively 
for purely political purposes, the may- 
ors coald construct powerful politics,! 
machines that could be destroyed 
cnly through a popular uprising of 
jthe people. 


Not only are the official and polit- 


ical powerg of the mayors IrnniC-naeljF 
IncreMPd by the proposed legislation, 
tut the powers of municipalities, in- 
dependent of the mayors, are greatly 
enlarged. Each municipality may own 
*nd operate any or all public utilities. 


Cities misht, under the pending leg- 


islation, enter into the manufacture 
O ail articles nfedod for the operation 
of public utilities in competition with 
«s!*t!ng Industries. 


This legislation, coupled with that 


atrictly, conferring greater power on 
the mayors, would Indirectly increase 


' «he power of mayors by placing In 
«»Afcalf1-^ad*15 «n enormous amount of 


patronage that does rot now exist. 
Mayors Would Have 
; - 
Grasp on All Jobs. 


Still another provision in rhe pend- 


ing legislation is that relating to the 
appointment uy the mayor of Uireo 
elvll ^service commissioners and the 
Application of the so-callocnnorlt s>u- 


to the police, flre, waterworks 


and park depai-tnwaBts and to other 
pul-iio utility c-eparfnenJS.

•which would closr. so far as possible,

The foregoing is only a general 


summing up of the proposed new 
powers for the mayors and municipal- 
ities. All of this pending legislation 
is now contained In four blls—House 
Bill No. 173. by Representative Plane 
of Toledo; Senate Bill'No. 39. by 
Senator Fred C. Howe of Cleveland, 
and House Pills Kos. 158 and 130. by 
Representatives Stockvell and Metz- 
ger of Cuyahoga county. 
Would Set Aside 


Existing State Laws. 


The city may, if It so desires, set 


aside existing state laws which pre- 
vent the construction of a street rail- 
way line on a street against the 
wishes of a majority of the property 
owners on such street, and grant a 
franchise for the construction of a 
Hoc ou that street 
/ 


Ii iioulci also be possibly for cities 


to pass ordinances fixing the number 
ol hours which women and minors 
may work in workshops, stores and 
factories, and also the conditions nn- 
tier which the> may be employed, 
which may be construed Into a right 
to even fix the wages such women 
and mlaors shall receive for their 
work. 


The city may also do all pnbllc 


work which Is now done by contract, 
and erect and maintain the necessary 
municipal workshops for the manu- 
facturing of toe materials used In the 
cons'ruction and repair of all kinds of 
city work. 


The city may compel all public ser- 


vice corporations using wires to, place 
the same underground. It may also 
bmifl tunnels for street railway ser- 
vice and lease the tunnels to street 
railway companies.

House BH1 No. 173, by Representa- 


tive Paine ol Toledo, is more gener- 
ally known as the Ohio Mayors' asso 
elation municipal code bill, and more 
properly Known as Mayor Johnson's 
bill. It was almost -wholly drafted by 
City Solicitor Newtoa D. Baker ot 
Clveland under the direction of tho 
Cleveland mayor. 


It was Intieduced by the Republi- 


can Repre'jentathe from Toledo, It 
H. Patue, at the request ol Mayor 
Johasoa, for the reason that Mr, 
Paine is the chairman of the houia 
committee on cities, through whose 
hands the measure must pass before! 
it is submitted to iiia house for final 
action. 


Mr. Paine, in Introducing It, an- 


nounced .that he did not wish to be 
understood BS indorsing all of tho 
pnnisions of the measure, and ex- 
pressly reserved the right to propose 


The eeneral purpose of the bill Is to 


provide a new form of go-vernment 
for the municipalities of the state. It 
seeks to abolish the present sjstem, 
i-nder which the hPada of municipal 
i"°Mrtnients are elected directly by 
th^ people, and to provide for single 
department heads, practlcallv all cJ 
whom shall be appointed by the may- 
or. It leaves to the people of each 
municipality the right to elect a city 
theaaurer and city auditor. It abol- 
ishes the office of vice mayor and pro 
vldes that the president of the council 
shall be elected by the council. It abol- 
ishes the existing lioard of public ser- 
vice, the members of which are elect- 
ed by the psopti? and are responsible 
directly to the people, and gives tho 
mayor the r:~ht to appoint and re- 
move at hla pleasure a director of 
public service who &hall have all the 
powers now i/nsisssed bj the board 
of public service, except the right to 
fix the salaries of all public E0rut'y; 
employes. 
TM<iF,S AWAY THE RIGHT 


TO ELECT A SOLICITOR 


It takes from the people the right 


to elect a city solicitor who shall bn 
directly responsible to them and gives 
the mayor the right to appoint and 
remove that official at his pleastrre. 


It abolishes tho existing bipartisan 


board of public safety and provides 
for a single 'head of that department 
to be appointed and be removable at 
tha win of tSo mayor. 


It creates a civil service comrois- 


sloa of three members who shall be 
appointed and removable at the ploi 


nre of the mayor 
The r;s\or can. if 


be desires appoint a'! the commis- 
sioners from the renKs of h:s own po- 
litical party. Tbe duties of the com- 
mission are to administer she merit 
s>8tem, which shall be applied to the 
police, fire, health, park and water- 
works departments, and to all so- 
called public utility departments,such 
as municipal street railway systems, 
municipal electric light plants, etc, 


It creates a board of control to be 


composed of the mayor and the heads 
of all departments, a majority of 
•whom are appointed by him, aud re- 
poses in this board the right to fix the 
salaries of all public service employes 
and to award contracts for nork not 
to cost more than $500. 
ONE HEAD WILL DIRECT 


MANY CITY DEPARTMENTS 


It provides that the director of pub 


lie safety, appointed by tie mayor, 
shall have charge of all work now 
done by the board of health and In 
addition he shall be the administra- 
tive head of the flre, police, charity, 
corrections and building departments 
of the City. He shall manage and 
make all contracts in reference to the 
police stations, fire bouses, ceme- 
teries, reform schools, houses of cor- 
rection, infirmaries, hospitals, work- 
houses, farms, pesthouses and all 
other charitable or reformatory insti- 
tution" under the control of the city. 


If, in the management ot all the de- 


partments under their control, the di- 
rector of public safety, director of 
public service or cify solicitor, should 
do anything not pleasing to the mayor 
or refuse to do anything demanded 
by the mayor, the latter can remove 
tie official who BO offends. 


The health department, it is provid- 


ed, shall be composed of from' one to 
three members, to- serve for a three- 
year term, the members of tbe board to 
be appointed by the mayor, but re- 
movable only for cause and after pub- 
lic hearing. Further, tile employes of 
the department, including the health 
officer, shall be appointed by the di- 
rector of public safety or the board, 
and be protected by civil service pro- 
visions. 
MAYOR CAN DEBATE 


AT COUNCIL SESSIONS 


The bill says tie mayor shall attend 


council meetings and may engage ia 
debates. 


Although the bill provides for tho 


extension of the merit system, under 
t'Jiich the employes of the police and 
flre departments are now partially 
protected from partisan politics, to 
the health, park, water-works, electric 
light, transportation and other so- 
cauttl public utility departments, it 
does not surround the employes of 
those departments with the same 
safeguards which now protect the em- 
ployes of the fire and police depart- 
ments 


Under the present law the mayor in 


making appointments under the me,rit 
system must select for each vacancy 
one of tUre names submitted to him 
from the eligible list of those who 
bavo passed examinations for the po- 
sitions. Tha proposed new provision 
i« the saroe as the piesent law, ex- 
i*ot that "candidates not selected by 
the mayor may be dropped by tbs 
commlsiion after having been certi- 
fied to the "mayor a total of three 
times," This would make It posible 
for tbe mayor to destroy the eligibil- 
ity of an applicant, who bad satisfac- 
torily passed an examination, by hav» 
ing the civil service commission sub- 
mit tho name three times. 


CAN DISMISS EMLPOYES 


AT H'S PLEASURE 


Under the present law no member 


of tha police or fire department may 
be dismissed by the mayor except for 


cause and after a public hearing. 


Tnls law IB not changed in tne aew 


but that section relating to the 


system1 in all other depart- 


ments provides that "nothing In this 
act shall prevent the dismissal or dis- 
charge of any appointee by tha mayor 
for any cause," thus giving the mayor 
tie power of dismissing at his pleas- 
ure any employe outside of the fire or 
police departments. 


Aside from the additional powers 


Bought to be conferred upon the may 
•r by tte Paine bill, several proyfs- 
Ions have been added that will greatly 
enlarge the powers- of municipalities 
Foremost anr.oar these provisions is 
one which gives to each municipality 
the right to acquire, construct, equip 
own and operate a street railway sys 


iei.1, or aa artificial r. t plant, and to 
engage in the business of furnishing 
for private fts well as public use, for 
beating, lighting and power purposos 
artificial and natural,gas and electric 
Ity 
At tho present time the city has 


tie right to furnish for private usa 
only water and Natural, gas. 
Paine bill extends that right so as to 
Include artificial gas, electricity and 
street railway transportation, 


It has been suggested that the Inn 


fudge employed in tho owrtership sec 
tlon would not only confer upon mu 
nlclpalltles the right to own and op 
erate all public utilities, but would 
also permit a city to establish fac 
torics, rolllnc mills, electrical mauu

Tne bill does not proude that a ma-

Under 
this arransemc-nt, if the question were 
submite-d 'to the voters at a general 
election, and 80,000 votes were cast 
at the election, and only 50,000 votes 
were cast either way on the munici- 
pal ownership proposition, a fraction 
over 25,000 would be sufficient to carry 
t, although that number would be 
in.OOO less than a majority of sll votes 
cast at the election.
